America has suggeslod thai a 
British Peace Gonnnission should 
be appointed to art with simitar 
commissions of other countries 
in Ihe furtherance of the prin- 
ciples of arbitraliuii. This sug- 
gestion has been disrussed hi 
various Pai'liaments. In cier- 
niany one spealccr said that ideal 
universal peace could not be 
realized in the near future. 
France continued arming. Britain 
showed a tendency to incresisi- 
licr army and introduce miivorsal 
military service, and the l.'niled 
Slates was developing in an im- 
perialist direction and was. he 
declared, adding a big navy lo 
tier commercial fleel. Other 
speakers f,nvourcd disarnsainenl. 

In France, one of Ihe aietubcrs 
of the Gbaniibei' of Deputies, sub- 
mitted a niiilioii inviting the (>ov- 
ernment to open pourparlers 
with the powers, parlicniarly 
Grenl Britain and Germany, with

The cause of . disarmament 
seems lo be making little pro- 
gress therefore, for while the na- 
tions t^lk of pence they are still 
busy preparing for war.

news trocn Halifax to Bostou. and 
thence to New York by tele- 
grapli. Craig, however, was not 
to be heaten, .and himself tra- 
velled by the land route to Hali- 
fax in season to take passage on 
the Press express boat for Bos- 
ton. He look with him in a bas- 
ket a pair of liis best carrier- 
pigeons, and when tlie steamer 
ncarcd the shores of Alassachu- 
seets his pigeons were sent off 
from a porthole in bis slale- 
rooni with the latest European 
news tied to them. Long before 
the Press express boat landed 
Craig's pigeons liad reached Bos- 
ton and the news had been pub- 
lished. Finally, nnable to "beat" 
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IHE oldest, greatest, 
and most widely- 
known news-gather- 
ing organization in 
__• Iheworl d is the "As- 
sociatea Press." A] though its 
nams appears in the daily 
newspapers every day in the 
year, the general public has only 
a faint appreciation of what this 
association is, and comprehends 
bnt dimly its mission, its scope, 
and its 'work. 

The .Associated Press (says a 
■writer in the Strand Magazine) 
is exactly what its name implies 
— an association of newspapers. 
It is a mutual, co-operative or- 
ganization of persons represent- 
ing newspapers, having for its 
pnrposc the cnlleclion and dis- 
tribution of the important new^ 
of the world. 

Like almost even' other great 
.enterprise, the Associated Press 
"had its beginning in a small way, 
and. tracing il.« "ancestry," if it 
may be so spoken of, wc. find 
that, in its object, it descended 
from Kngland. There can be no 
donbt that the first printed intel- 
ligence of importance transmits 
led by a Governmenl to the var- 
iuiis parts of a conntry, in a form 
somewhat resembling the news- 
papers of lo-day. was sent by 
Lord Burleigh, Prime Minister 
to Oiieen Elizabeth, in the year 
1588. The intelligence related to 
the descent on the English coast 
ot the Spanish .\rmada. .\nd it 
■was the special mission of this 
earliest of English newspapers, 
the English Mcrcnrie, to eombine 
the correclion of false intelli- 
gence wilh the diffusion. of true 
information respecting the .pro- 
gress of the Spanish Armada. 
That is what the .Associated 
Press does cverv day in the year 
—it tells the truth! 
Tin-ean and Pig«on Despatches. 

The chief funclion of the 
newspaper of to-day is the publi- 
cation of news. One of the most 
extraordinary nsws-gatherers of 
the early Yiclori an period ■was D. 
H. Craig. He met tlic Cunard 
boats, running between Liver- 
pool and Boslori, as they ap- 
proached the harbour, and, 
upon receiving a budget of for- 
eign news, sent a synopsis to his 
Boston office by carrier-pigeons, 
freniienlly releasing the birds 
forty to fifty miles from port. In 
1&48 the principal New York 
newspapers joined with th& 
Morse telegraph people and or- 
gitiiized the Associated Press. 

But in D. H. Craig the newly- 
formed association had a rival to 
be reckoned with. As the Liver- 
pool boats touched at Halifax en 
route to Boston, Craig establish- 
ed a pony express between those 
two points, and then had a syn- 
opsis of European happenings 
carefully prepared in Liverpool 
and placfed in the purser's hands. 
This budget ■was sealed in a tin 
can, and as the boat approached 
Halifax it was thrown overboard 
some Uime liefore landing. It 
■was picked up by Craig's repre- 
sentative and hurried to Boston 
and New York by his pony ex- 
press, completely outitrippirig 
all rivals. The New York, and 
Boston newspapers forming the : 
Associated Press then charieircd 
a fast steamer to intercept the 
Cunard l)oats when they called 
ja at Halifax and express the 



".A.P." urgent despatches to take 
preference c*er all Government, 
or other despatches, being n big 
stroke in the field of news-gath- 
ering. 

When Pope Leo XIII. died the 
.Associated Press in New York re- 
ceived the bulletin einnouncing 
the fart from the Vatican, two 
miles distant from the Press of- 
fice in Rome, in exactly nine 
minutes from the moment the 
Pope breathed his last, and re- 
transmitted it lo Paris, Berlin, 
and Loiidoii, giving those cities 
their first news. This is how >t 
was done:

In i8S2 Mr. Melville E. Stone, 
editor of the Chicago Daily News, 
was made general manager of 
the Associated Press. Soon Mr. 
Stone ■went to London and ar- 
ranged an alliance with the Ren- 
ter Agency, and until the Span- 
ish-American War of J808 alt 
the news of the world to America 
came through London. But after 
the Spanish War the American 
vision widened, and news began 
lo crop lip in new fields. Tt was 
then that Mr. Stone went t«f: 
France and Italy ;and Siucceeded- 
in securing 'speedy transmission 
of all Associated Press des- 
patches from those countries lo 
New York. He airanged for all 



ed^ihe Italian .Minister of Telc- 
graplis ainioimcerj tnat he would 
forbid the transmission of any 
telegrams aniionnoing the Pope's 
death lo» two houre after the 
fatal inonient-, in order IhatCar- 
rtinal Rampolla might first notiify 
the Papal representatives ,in for- 
eign comitries. . To meet the 
emergency, however, the Asso- 
ciated Press arranged a code 
message to be serif by all cable 
lines not to the .Associated 
Press, but to the general man,- :

This was the 
signal, that had been prearrang- 
for another Vatican attache, the 
son of one of the attending phy- 
sicians, who stepped to the tele- 
phone and noliltcd the "A.P." 
correspondent, two miles away, 
that the Pope was dead. The 
hour of his death was fotu' min- 
utes past four, so that wliichever 
way it was written, whether re- 
versed or not, it read "iOi."
